GOV. ( RITE 
REPRIEVES 
NEGRO 
AT LAST MOMENT—GIVES HIM 
LIFE SENTENCE. 


Oklahoma City, July 29.—Snatched 
as it were from his death within a 
few minutes, John Henry Prather, the 
convicted murderer doomed to hang 
at 10:15 o’clock Friday morning, was 
reprieved by Governor Lee Cruce lees 
than thirty minutes before he was to 
ascend the scaffold, by the sentence 
of death being commuted to life im­ 
prisonment. The governor’s action oc­ 
curred at 9:30 o’clock, the papers be­ 
ing delivered to Adjutant General Can 
ton, who immediately went to the 
court house, where he delivered them 
to Sheriff Jack Spain. 
Rumors were afloat that the sen­ 
tence had been commuted, but Sher­ 
iff Spain had 
no 
verification 
until 
Canton entered the office of the sher­ 
iff and signaled bim into the private 
room of the officer. Here the docu­ 
ment was formally delivered. Sheriff 
Spain immediately went to the cell in 
which Prather was confined, awaiting 
Ute minute when the sheriff should 
come for him, and verified to him thp 
rumors that had crept through the 
jail that the sentence had been com­ 
muted. 
As Sheriff Spain read the order of 
tile chief executive, Prather showed 
the first signs of weakening that have 
been apparent since he was condemn­ 
ed. 
‘•I'm pretty glad to hear it, Sher­ 
iff,” was his first 
exclamation. 
“I 
don’t want to talk, for I have to get 
straight first.” 
A large crowd surrounded the jail 
in expectancy of the execution, and 
as the news of the reprieve became 
known, crowded into the enclosure in 
front of the jail. Only a few were 
permitted to enter the jail. 
Prather asserted that the reprieve 
was a great surprise to him. “I had 
rather go to the penitentiary, how­ 
ever,” said he. “I had determined to 
show’ no weakness, though I dreaded 
the time when I should step on the 
death trap. It was not the fear of the 
trap that I thought of, 
but 
of 
the 
small instant of time that would pass 
from the time I stepped on the trap 
until the sheriff should pull the lev­ 
er. That short space of tim e had more 
terror for me than 
the 
impending 
doom itself.

Mill Appoint Hundred Thousand. 
“There have been more than two 
hundred special 
deputies 
appointed 
under the recent act of the legisla­ 
ture and I say to you, here and now, 
that if It i9 necessary in order to en­ 
force prohibition in this state I will 
see that one hundred thousand good 
men are appointed in Oklahoma if 
they will agree to accept commissions. 
The -people of Oklahoma have spoken 
on this question and the bootlegger 
and the jointist and those in sympa­ 
thy with them had just as well un­ 
derstand that they must obey the law 
until the people change that law. 
“I do not want any clash between
